The so-called “sound” money policy which brought 
disaster to millions of Canadians during the unnecessary 
financial depression of 1930 and following years, was due 
efitirely to our antiquated private monopoly of money and 
credit. 


The Liberal Party, under the leadership of Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King, laid down an enlightened policy 
of “make money your servant and not your master’ in 
1935, The Tory party was wiped out on this issue, but to 
the discredit of the Liberal Party, the pledges given and 
endorsed by the Canadian people were not carried out.

That statement was a 
deliberate falsehood as was his other ridiculous and false 
Statement that he could not control the ten chartered 
banks.

It is our financial 
policy which causes unemployment, slum conditions and 
social injustices,

DOOMED FROM START 

Despite stubborn Allied resist- 
ance bolstered in its final stages by 
Allied warships that dared aerial 
attack to bombard the beach-heads, 
relentless around-the-clock German 
bombing and strafing attacks and 
persistent German landings doom- 
ed the defenders almost from the

fresh German reinforcements de- 
cided the issue. 

“Throughout yesterday, the enemy 
continued his overwhelming air 
bombardment of Leros,” the British 
communique said. “After very se- 
vere fighting and in spite of the 
most determined assistance in the 
face of fresh enemy reinforcements, 
organized resistance ceased in the 
evening.”

Canada’s production is far in 
excess of the needs of her own 
fighting forces and her war ma- 
terials have been shipped in huge 
quantities to Britain, Russia, 
China, Australia and New Zea- 
land. 


“Canadian ordnance and ammu- 
nition have played an important 
part in victories gained by Austra- 
lian forces in the Southwest Pacific 
area while Australia’s own produc- 
} tion effort has been greatly assisted 
by supplies of aluminum, nickel, 
constructional temper, paper, wood- 
pulp, machinery, chemicals and tex- 
tiles made available from Canadian 
| production. 

“In return Australia has shipped 
;to Canada important quantities of 
such commodities as wool, sugar, 
hides and skins, dried and fresh 
fruits. We have imported far more 
goods from Canada than we have 
been able to send in return.”

The taxpayers of the province should 
not, and will not, grudge the money that it 
will cost.to provide free hospitalization for 
all maternity cases in Alberta. The cost to 
the individual taxpayer will be trifling, 
while the service will be of very great ad- 
vantage to families in poor circumstances. 

Since the province is to pay the cost, 
it will also incur responsibility to see that 
the accommodation and attention given is 
in every way what it should be. A high uni- 
form standard for the treatment of these 
cases may therefore be looked for, and in 
consequence fewer deaths of mothers and 
babies. Nothing can be more important 
than that the child-birth mortality rate be 
reduced to the lowest point possible. 

In planning this service, Hon. Dr. Cross 
is anticipating provision likely to be made 
in the National Health Insurance scheme, 
and the provincial arrangement may be 
merged in the national plan when that is 
established. In any case, Alberta has the 
credit for again leading the way in minis- 
tering to the health of its citizens. The 
legislature, it is to be assumed, will enact 
the necessary legislation and thus trans- 
late the proposal into law.

Stalin’s Trap Line 


Hitler's retreating forces west of Kiev 
are within 150 miles or so of the line from 
which they Jaunched the treachery attack 
on Russia two years ago last June.

Statistics 

With very few exceptions (if any), 
official statistics in this country do 
not recognize any such nationality 
as “Canadian.” One must go down 
in the records as the nationality of 
one’s paternal grandsire even 
though that grandsire may be sev- 
eral times removed, 

For instance, I am set down in 
the rolls as “Irish” because the par- 
ents of my great-great-grandfather 
}came from Ireland. Yet I am cons 
siderably less than a quarter Irish 
in blood. 

When cornered, the statisticians 
say that this insistence implies no 
| slight to native-born Canadians but 


| merely indicates a strong desire to 
keep the record of racial origins 
| clear, 

That, of course, is nonsense, be- 
| cause, as in’ my case, my Irish 
label in the records takes no ac- 
count of the Scottish and English 
| blood that burbles through my 
hardened arteries. 

If the statisticians really want to 
| keep track of racial origins, let them 
devise some descriptive formula, 
like boxing the compass, and call 
|me, for example, a “Scot, Scot, 
| Irish by English.” Or you could do 
it by chemical symbols; S2IE. 

But that- has nothing to do with 
{ it. The fact is that we are absurdly 
| forbidden to be known bluntly as 
“Canadians.” We must split our- 
selves up into our component rac- 
ial parts. It is like making the 
average Englishman describe him- 
self as a Norman or Celt or Roman 
because his paternal ancestry can 
be traced back to one of these. 

Now among the errors of the 
maxim-writers, it must be recorded 
that it is dreadfully untrue that a 
“rose by any other name would 
smell as sweet.” Nomenclature is 
important, perhaps not as import- 
ant as the numerologists would 
|have it, but still a vital thing. 
|There are philosophers and 
theologians who matntain that a 
man's name is part of the man hime 
self and contains some of his pers 
sonality. 

However, without going into that 

|contention, we must still submit 
lthat to deprive a man of a na- 
tional brand cheapens him just as 
it cheapens some manufactured 
article to be thrown into a sales 
| bin without a trade mark. 
Even a monkey wrench would be 
! humiliated by being known merely 
|as a monkey wrench without the 
| distinction of being a certain kind 
of a monkey wrench. 

To Jet us*be British without first 
| being Canadians would be to fall 
jinto grave metaphysical error, like 
| allowing a raisin to call itself a 
plum pudding without first estab- 
| lishing its claim to raisinhood. 
| Patriotism is something very 
| wholesomely close to the earth. It 
|cannot be founded on an abstrac- 
| tion. And so far as we are concern. 
}ed, Britishism is an abstraction, a 
| very fine, icealistic and splendid 
| abstraction, but still an abstraction. 

Patriotism demands blood and 
bones and reality to stand on. Let's 
| Stop being hyphenates and racial 
| test-tube babies. Let's be plain Can- 
adians,
